It is known here that Blanco 
had been under close surveillance 
ever since he fied from Mexico 
immediately following the tragic 
death of the late President Venus- 
tiano Carransa. Secret agents of 
the Mexican government watched 

his every move. 
than a 


more 
year ago that he was having con- 
ferences in San Antonio with a 
number of former enemies of the 
administration of President Obre- 
gon, and that even Gen. Manuel 
Palaes, who, for several years, was 
an independent military dictator 
of the rich ng oducing region 
around Tampico, ad secretly called 
on him on ‘several occasions in 
Ban Antonio. Since then Paleas 
hes not been in the confidence of 
the Obregon administration. 

Tt is believed by friends of 
Bianco that he was lured to Laredo 
for the purpose of putting him out 
of the way and that high officials 
of the Mexican fovernment are im- 
plicated in the tragic plot. 


FEARED BY OBREGON 

No man in or out of Mexico was 
more feared by President Orégon 
than Blanco. He Was régarded by 
Obregon as being the most capable 
ana dangerous enemy of his ad- 
ministration. The two men were 
formerly almost inseparable com- 

nions. It is stated that but for 

neo neither the late President 
Venustiano Cafranza or Obregon 
would have gained the military 
successes that elevated them to the 
Presidency of Mexico. 

It wae Blanco who led the Car- 
range revolutionary movement in 
Northern Mexico. He finally ba- 
came military commander of al! 
the Rio Grande border region. He 
refused to sanction some of Car- 
ranga’s radical political policies, 
and the latter had him arrested 
and thrown in prison in the City 
of Mexico. He was kapt in con- 
finement for three years, cight 
months of which time he was held 
incommunicado. not being permit- 
ted to speak to any person during 
all that time. 

He was tried by court-martial 
three times by direction of Car- 
range, and in each instance he was 
acquitted. He ned his liberty 
with the downfall of Carranza. For 
the past year he had lived in San 
Antonio. 


DISTINGUISHED LINFAGE 

Gen. Blanco was of distinguished 
Mexican —— He was a native 
of the village of Musquiz, State of 
Coahuila. His great grandfather. 
Victor Blanco, was the first Gover- 
nor of the State of Texas and Coa- 
hufla at the consummation of the 
independence of Mexico. He was 
a great nephew of the famous 
Mexican reformer, Gen. Maguil 
Bianco, who was Minister of War 
and the Navy in the first few 
months of the French interven- 


tion. 
In 1804 Bianco with the 


joined 
late Francisco F. Madero IJr., 
t 


organizing what was called 
Democratic party in the State of 
Coahuila. This party, it may be 
eaid, was the forerunner of the 
revolutionary organization that 
brought about the overthrow of 
President Porfirio Diaz. 

Gen. Blanco gave armed sup- 
port to the Madero revolution, and 
upon the triumph of that cause he 
was given the position of assis- 
tant in the Department of Gober- 
nacion in the city 6f Mexico. This 
was during the provisional gov- 
ernment of Francisco Leon De la 
Barra. Blanco retired to private 
life before Madero became Presi- 
dent. 


FOUGHT OROZCO 


He fought again for a constitu- 
tional government when Pascual 
Orosco rose in rebellion in Febru- 
ary, 1912. He made a successful 
campaign against Orozco, and 
when the military coup took place 
in the City of Mexico that resulted 
in the death of Madero and tho 
elevating of Huerta to the presi- 
dency, Gen. Blanco placed himeelf 
and his troops at the orders of 
Carranm, who at i time was 
of Coahul 

was at the of 
a... and others who were op- 
posed to Huerta that they held a 
convention on the Guadalupe ¢es- 
tate where the articles known as 
the “Plan of Guadalupe” were 
drawn up end signed. it was in- 
tended as a legal standard and a 
unification of the constitutional 
‘government, and under i Carran- 
za was appointed first chief of the 
constitutional army. Blanco was 
appointed military chief in the 
States of Nuevo Leon and Tamaul- 
ipas. He started out with a few 
men and accumulated an army as 
he went along, by which he was 
able to capture from the Huerta 
military forces the important port 
of entry of Matamoros on the Rio 
Grande This served as a key to 
the final definite triumph of the 
Conatitutionalists. 


OUSTED BY CARRANZA 
Hardly had Blanco accomplished 
this vistas? and breught hie army 
up to more than 6000 men from 
almost nothing, when he was 
orderea by Carranza to turn his 
command over to another officer. 
Blanco had an unsuccessful inter- 
view with Carranza, learning that 
through intrigue he had been dis- 
credited. Resolving that he would 
continue to fight for a constitu- 
tional government, Blanco sur- 
rounded himself with thirty men in 
the State of Sonora, all of whom 
were mounted and armed with 
privately donated equipment, and 
proceeded to Culiacan, State of 
Sinaloa. There he was given «a 
kindly welcome and valuable aid 
by Gov. Felipe Riveros. 
nga continued to refuse 
Gen. Blanco any kind of resources 
in the way of money. arms or 
equipment. Despite this fact, how- 
ever, a column of more than 1200 
mounted and well-armed men was 
organized and a march down the 
Pacific Coast begun. In quick suc- 
cessién Acapometa and Tepic were 
taken, the latter being defended 
by nearly 2000 soldiers. 
With the arms and ammunition 


Bianco was able to increase his 
army to more than 8000. He took 
up the march to the City of Mex- 
ico, winning several battles on the 
way. In his final triumph tin the 
battle of Castillo, his forces num- 
bered 12,000 men. They defeated 
a division under Gen. Jose Maria 
Mier numbering 14,000 men. 

Gen. Blanco and his army ¢en- 
tered the City of Mexico, Aug. 14, 
1914. A few days tater Carranta 
came into the capital. Am enor- 
mous sum of money that had been 
withdrawn from hanks of Guada- 
larjara, fell isftto Blanco’s hands in 
the battle of Castillo. He deliv- 
ered to the rightful authorities the 
coffers containing this wealth with 
every penny intact. 

The convention of the Constitu- 
tlonalist party was held at Aguas- 
calientes and appointed Gen. Dula- 
lia Gutierrez Provisional President. 
Carranza and Francisco Villa de- 
clared themselves unwilling to rec- 
ognize the action of the convention 
amd again became leaders of war- 


‘ring factions. This was after the 


resolutions of the convention had 
been signed. Among these signers 
was Gen. Blanco. 

When President Gutierrez re- 
nounced the position conferred up- 
on him by the convention of Aguas- 
calientes, Gen. Blanco protested 
against this action wnavailingly. 
and then retired eo private life. 
Carranza, who had come into pow- 
er, had him arrested and impris- 


Blanco stood for a 
government from the very begin- 
ning of his military and political 
career. He believed that this could 
be accomplished only through the 
honest efforts of honest men, his 
friends say.

AGAIN MOUNTING 


INCREASE OF TWO-TENTHS 
OF ONE PER CENT

— Ap 
Increase of two-tenths of one per 
cent in the retail cost of food 
the average family from April 18' 
to May 15 was announced today 
by the Bureau of Labor Statistics 
in an analysis of the cost of forty-
